Patent Office DE 1999 48 139; DE 42 17 473 and DE 19 803 497 are already of record in the 
subject application. They were cited in the Information Disclosure Statement filed with the 
application. 

Document D3, EP 0 390 735 is the equivalent of DE 39 104 44 which was also cited in the 
Information Disclosure Statement filed in the subject application. Both correspond to U.S. patent 
No. 5,085,377. That English language document was cited in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed with the application. 

The D1 document appears to show a plurality of material rolls. 

The D2 document appears to show a press assembly on the cover page. A flow diagram 
of what appears to be production planning is shown on the second page. 

The D4 document appears to be directed to roll handling. It appears to show, at page 3, a 
schematic of roll handling from truck unloading to reel stand loading. 

The D5 document is accompanied by an English language document which is believed to 
be its equivalent.
